Colonel R. Z. Taylor 60 years 
old, and Captain Quentiu Rauk- 
in, p ro i t — < attorneys of Tren- 
ton Tenn , were taken from 
Wards Hotel Mt Walnut Log, 
Tenn., fifteen miles from here 
at midnight by mucked "night 
riders ? ' h ii<J i>ne or both of them 
wen murdered. Captain Rank- 
in's body who found thi* momma 
riddled with bullets and haniciiiK 
from a tree a mile from the ho- 
tel. Etf rot h to find the body of 
Colonel Taylor have been f utile. 

Sheriff Eastwood, of Obion 
county and a posse left I'm on 
'City this morning for the scene 
of tbe murder. If tlicy meet 
any of the "night riders" it ia 
expected that a battle will be 
fought. Sherifl" Hays, ot Lake 
county also, is <»n his way to the 
Bcene with a posse from Tipton- 
Tille. 

The trouble which reunited iu 
the death of Rankin and Taylor 
wan caused by the passage of an 
act by the Legislature regulat- 
ing fishing in Reelfoot Lake, a 
short diatauce from Walnut Log. 
"Night rider" disturbance over 
the same matter occurred about 
a year ago. Ever since then 
Colonel Taylor aud Capt. Hankiu 
had been in receipt of threaten- 
ing letters, which they paid lit-

came to bis place u midnight. 
They drew revolvers and called 
for Taylor and Rankin The 
two men did not suspect trouble 
aud came down immediately. 
As the attorneys passed into the 
front yard the assassins cov- 
ered them with their revolvers. 
Thev were placed ou horses be- 
hiud "night riders'' aud careful- 
ly guarded. The mob turned 
down the road toward Keelfoot 
Luke. At the edge of the lake 
they produced a rope aud placed 
the noose about Capt. Raukiu's 
neck. The victim was struug up 
from a limb of a tree. The mask 
ed men then stepped back aud 
opened tire ou the body, riddling 
it with bulletts. 

Leaving the body of Rankin 
haiming, the asBassius took Col* 
onel Taylor to another spot. 
Search near Rankin's body line 
failed toiw.-.il a truce of Taylor. 
Although II i« believed that he 
wait uuirdored, the theory has 
been advauced that perhaps b- 
fM spared so that -the demands 
of lite masked men might hi 
grunted. 

TroubU of Ui| Stsncmff. 

The trouble betweeu people 
on the bank* of Keelfoot Lake 
and Colonel Taylor and Captain 
ltaukiu originated several years 
ago, wheu the two men incnr- 
porated the WeK Tennessee 
Land Company. They bftughj 
the lake from nonresident prop 
•rty owners and immediately 
maiie regulations of their owl 
concerning iisluioj privilege*. 

The lake sepaiates Obion aud 
Lake count ic* in the north* Mt 
corner of Tenuesn-e. Many peo- 
ple 111 the vicinity have Rfadv 
their living >>v nshiug in the 
lake, aud they became ludiguuut 
* tiv 1. disturbed. Tbey made de- 
mands of tbe laud 00m pauy aud 



these were followed by threats. 
Colonel Taylor brnuahf about 
the passaire of an act by the leg 
islature regutatin* fldiinu on 
the lake. This made it a mis- 
demeanor to fish without paying 
a heavy fee. 

Mr. Taylor was the father of 
the Vanderbilt football star, 
Hillsman Taylor, who married 
Miss Katherine Taylor, daughter 
of Senator Robert L. Taylor, last 
fall. Mr. Rankin whs a ort.tni 
nent lawyer of Trenton. He 
wus acaptnin of a military com- 
pany iu the Spanish-American 
war aud served in the Cuban 
campaign.

Trenton lawyer who was taken 
from a hotel at Walnut Log at 
the same time that Captain 
Quentin Raukin was taken and 
murdered night before last, has 
appeared near Tiptonville,having 
escaped from the "nigbt riders" 

The masked men got into a 
dispute among themselves as to 
what to do with Taylor, some fa- 
voring killing him, while others 
wished to hold him to force a 
concession of free fishing on 
Reelfoot Lake. While the men 
argued Taylor dashed to the 
edge of a bayou leading from 
the lake and plunged in, swim- 
ming across. 

Near the bank, opposite the 
tiriug night riders, Taylor threw 
up his hands and pitched forward 
over a log.Hundredso/ shots were 
fired into the log, but not one 
penetrated far enough to injure 
him. Couviuced that their vic- 
tim had met death, the night 
riders did uot attempt to cross 
the slough to. examine the body, 
but left tbe scene after about 
!100 shots had been fired.

"Tha vote of organizad labor aa a 
body will not, should not and cannot 
bs delivered to any party or by sny , 
man or set of men."

President MePhail't letter la aa fol- 
lows: 

"Dear Mr. Moore— Your letter of 
Sept. 22 has just been received and .

from a tour of tome of our New Eng- ■ 
land cities for our organisation. 

"In reply to the question you ask 
me, I will state that in my opinion the 
vote o^ saepnixed labor in this coun 
try as AsVdy will not snd cannot be 
deilvfljpj to any one party by any ene 
mt0 0t set of men. To allow euoh a 
tjlat tsauld ba suicidal to the labor 
a^avantant of the country. 

"Member* of labor uniona, as citi 
tan*, have the right and should care- 
fully oonaider the platforms and prom 
iaes of the different politiosl partita 
and should vote as they believe the 
broadest and best intereets of our 
eountry lis. 

"There can be no objection to thia 
from any source and it ie something 
whieh every citizen should do. To 
claim that any man or set of men, as 
has been blazoned forth in the news 
papers, will deliver the veto of organ- 
ized labor to any party la absurd as 
It it an I.. .feasibility. Sinoerely youra,

The Span 
lards Introduced It. The Spanlnrd

social eipiallty between hi in and the 
Filipino*, nltbough In intelligence, 
breeding, education and attributes 
whlrh eon*tltute manliness the upper 
class Filipino la fully on a par with 
tbe NpMiilanl or American. 

Mr. Tnft's Brat care In the prosecu- 
tion of bis "policy of attraction" In the 
Philippines was to demolish the color 
line. licsdlng Filipinos wore bidden 
to dinner aud to other social sffalra at 
Ida home, aud their wives and daugh- 
ters wen; axked to staud ou tbe re- 
ceiving line with Mrs. Taft. At din- 
ners Mr. Taft Invariably took in tbe 
leading Filipino woman.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW VALID. 

Employment of Men Longer on Public 
Work Invalidates Contracts. 



Albany, N Y . Oct. 15.— The court of 
appeals Wedneaday decided unani 
inoualy that the section of the labor law 
known as ine eight-hour clause was 
valid, and that no workman upon 
public work ahouhl be employed for 
a longer period In any one aay. It also 
decided that any contractor who works 
his men longer than eight houra In 
slidatcs his contract. 

The question was raised In the 
uction brought by William Engineer 
lag and Contracting company against 
Herman A. Metz comptroller of New 
York, to compel him to pay the com- 
pany about $14,000 on a contract for 
i he completion of aewers In the 
Dronx. The comptroller reruaod pay- 
ment on the ground that th* contract 
or had violated the labor law, In u»at 
he employed his men more than eight 
hours a day and did not pay the pre 
\ ailing rate of wages. 

The court of appeals reverses the 
lower court's decision, which directed 
the Issuance of a peremptory writ ot 
mandamus for the payment of the 
I *> mnt demanded by the company. 

The higher court is unanimous la its 
,1. >i9ion. Nearly, $70,000 is Involved lu 
this contract.
